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RAILROADS MAKE 100% SAFETY RECORD 
Du ring th e first six month s of 1937, th e Ameri­ 
can railroads carried 246,997,594 passengers — 
an increase of more th an 10,000,000 ov er th e cor­ 
responding period of 1936. 
Not a single passenger on any railroad in th e 
cou ntry lost h is life in a train accident. In th e 
same period of 1936, th ere were fiv e fatalities. 
It is a statistical fact th at railroad fatalities 
both to passengers and workers h av e tended to 
steadily decline du ring y ears in wh ich th e speed 
and length of passenger and freigh t trains h av e 
steadily increased. Since 1923, for ex ample, th e 
frequ ency of accidents h as dropped 61 per cent, 
th ou gh trains are 16 per cent longer and 45 per 
cent faster. 
Now pending in congress is a bill wh ich wou ld 
limit th e length of freigh t trains to 70 cars. 
From an economic standpoint, th is law is in­ 
defensible. It wou ld cost th e railroads abou t 
$125,000,000 a y ear, based on 1930 traffic. It 
wou ld tend to slow and delay freigh t sh ipments 
and inev itably resu lt in h igh er cost to th e sh ip­ 
ping pu blic. Th e proponents of th e law u se as an 
argu m ent th e assertion th at it wou ld increase 
railroad safety . Yet, as incontrov ertible figu res 
sh ow, ev ery precedent indicates th at artificial 
redu ction of freigh t train length s wou ld increase 
h azards both to workers and th e pu blic. 
Th ere is danger th e bill will be considered from 
a political standpoint. If it prov es tru e th at po­ 
litical considerations su persede economic and 
safety considerations and th e bill passes, th e 
adv erse effects will be felt by ev ery railroad in­ 
v estor, by ev ery railroad worker, by workers in 
a h u ndred major indu stries wh ich are dependent 
on th e railroads for a large part of th e pu rch as­ 
ing th at giv es th em jobs, and by ev ery one wh o 
is directly or indirectly concerned with econom­ 
ical, efficient and safe transportation. 


petition of th e tax -free bridges cau sed th e fer­ 
ries to lose th e great bu lk of th eir passengers. 
Finally th ey sou gh t and obtained permission to 
redu ce th eir fares from 50c to 30c a trip. 
Now th e pu blicly owned and tax -ex empt 
bridges complain th at th e low ferry rates are 
cu tting into th e bridge bu siness and th ey are 
asking th at th e ferries be forced by law to raise 
th eir ch arges. 
To qu ote th e San Francisco Ch ronicle: “We 
are familiar with instances in wh ich pu blic own­ 
ersh ip, by u sing th e pu blic credit, escaping tax ­ 
ation and falling back on tax pay ers to pay defi­ 
cits, h as driv en priv ate ownersh ip to th e wall. 
In th is instance it is argu ed th at priv ate owner­ 
sh ip can be compelled to ch arge rates h igh 
enou gh to driv e away bu siness, go into bankru pt­ 
cy and leav e a monopoly to its pu blic ownersh ip 
competitor.” 
Here is an entirely new th eory of rate making 
wh ich asks, in effect, th at pu blicly owned bu si­ 
nesses, backed by th e money of all th e tax pay ers, 
be allowed to destroy a priv ate company to es­ 
cape competition. It demands th at wh ere a pri­ 
v ate bu siness takes patronage from pu blicly 
owned bu sinesses, th e former sh ou ld be forced to 
increase its ch arge* to th e point wh ere it loses 
all its trade. One main argu m ent for th e estab­ 
lish ment of th e pu blicly owned bridges was to 
redu ce ferry fares for th e pu blic — th ey h av e su c­ 
ceeded and th e pu blic is profiting — wh at are 
th ey kicking abou t? Th is is one for Ripley of

We awoke to th e sad 
realization th at after th e Treaty 
of Versailles h ad been conclu d­ 
ed, war seemed more likely th an 
before, and th at armaments were 
steadily becoming greater th an 
prior to th e World WTar. We saw 
democracy 
giv e 
way to new 
forms, of au tocracy and inv olv ed 
ou rselv es in th e greatest of mod­ 
ern world depressions, as a di­ 
rect ou tcome of th e great con­ 
flict. 
For th at reason, wh ile th e peo­ 
ple u ndou btedly sy mpath ize with 
Ch ina in h er present h ou r of 
trou ble, th ey h av e no desire to 
adopt any program of economic 
sanctions th at will resu lt in an­ 
oth er depression or send Amer­ 
ican boy s across th e Pacific to 
take part in defending cities, th e 
names of wh ich th ey cannot ev en 
pronou nce, and with wh ose peo­ 
ple th ey h av e little in common.
